Noit 1, - - the incidental cxpenses for the journcy hc 
Iween two places connected by rail, shall be worked out 
on the basis of distance by rail , irrespective of the journey 
performed by rail or loud . In case of journeys between 
two places not connected by rail , the actual distance 
travelled hy road shall be taken into consideration for 
the purpose of this clause . No allowance for incidental 
cxpenses or daily allowance shall be admissible for the 
transit period in respect of road journcys where road 
mileage allowance is admissible .

Provided that if at either end of the journey by air , an 
olicer has to perform a connected journey by rail or 
road , he inay draw the mileage allowance admissible for 
such journcys subject to the condition that if the journey 
by road is combined with a journey by rail or a journey 
by air , mileage allowance may be drawn on account of 
such journey by road hut such mileage allowance shall be 
limited to the amount of daily allowance unless the 
journey by rod exceeds thirty -two kilometers : 

Provided further that no mileage allowance may be 
Jrawn in respect of the surtace transport which forms 
part of the air journey and is included in the fare paid 
for the air journey. 

NOTE L.- - Standard cuir fare means the actual single 
journey air fare payable for the service by which the 
Journey is perforincd . 

Nore 2 . — The expression within 24 hours occurring 
in sub - clause ( i ) means a period of 24 hours reckoned 
from the conncncement of the onward journey, whether 
from the headquarters station or from an outstation , to 
the commencement of the journey back to the head 
quarters or to another outstation . 

NOTE 3 . - In cases where return journey commences on 
the same day on which the forward journey was under 
taken but is completed on the next day , the return 
journey may be decniej to have been performed on the 
sine day , 
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NOTE 1. - In respect of journeys involving 21 over 
might halt ut an interncdiate station either due to non 
availability of a connecting air service or due to cancella 
tion of the connecting uir service , the oflicer may be 
allowed hilt clarly allowance at the rate applicable to the 
intermediate station for each overnight halı il the Airlines 
Corporation does not provide at its expense any facility 
for boarding and lodging.
